Buffalo, Sept. 16. — Th« silent form 
of William McKinley wm born« from 

this city In ImprcHsive state MonJay 
morning and talcen on its last journcy 
to the national capltol. Just 11 days 
ago be was received with an ontluu 
lasm that was unprecedont< i) iu th ' 
annals of the < Ity iinU for I hours « i: 
JojTfd )Ums«lf thoroughly. Tb« story 
of tbf fbttl aasaaalBation, of the pa- 
triotic stride to recovery, as outward 
Ijr demonstrated, while death was 
slowly working on tlio vita's, the 
breatUess hopes of a nation and loveu 
ones, the terrible 24 hours of suspsui > 
when death made its final demand 
against the human skill, all are mat- 
ters of history. 

The statesman who but 24 hours be- 
fore had outlined his future policy to 
an assemblage at the Pan-American, 
tha distinguished guest of a great city 
was taken out in silent splendor, hia 
career ended so far as his dojriiuaiit 
personality is conferiK d. 

IJiouaauds upon thousands watche d 
the imprtMive proceesioa moriof to- 
wards the depot. It was doubly im- 
pressive because of its lack of gor- 
geousness and ) er-ause of the fact 
that closely behind the pall of the dead 
president followed the succosi or to 
the title and living change in the 
eoontry's history. 

At the Milhurn homo, where the 
family of the dead Btatesman slept: 
at the Wilcox home, where tlie nev 
president reposed; down near the city 
hall, where the silent form of the 
former president lay, guards were 
formed early and the streets kept 
clear of people. 

Mrs. McKlnley was not awaken 
until after 7 o'clock, when Dr. Rixey 
went to the room with one p| tbf •t 
tendants. She had not slept well dc-

So far as could be seen, 
she sat erect and unsupported in the 
carriage.

It 
was an Impresalva mo|»ent The rig- 
id soldiers and saUora were awaiting 
the body of their lata commander-in- 
chief. A minute of awe-inspiring si- 
lence and th<»n emerging from tha 
doors of the city haU. there movad the 
eight body-bearers. Four soldiers and 
four sailors. On their shoulders rest- 
ad the casket containing the dead 

president. 

Away down the line of soldiery 
from the Sixty-fifth regiment band 
came the strains o( "Nearer, My God. 
to Thea." Behind the long ropes the 
throng uncovered and with bowed 
heads waited and watched in silence. 
The IIuKdraped casket was borne 
slowly down the stone steps, along 
the curved approach, to the hearse, 
lifted into tha haarsa, and the doors 
closed. Through the windows of the 
hearse naught but America's flag sur 
mounted by a single sheaf of wheat 
could be seen. 

To the front came the troops wheel- 
ng into Una and moving down Frank- 
lin atraat Onca more the strains of 
music. This time it was Chopin's 
Funeral March, accompanied by the 
toiling of the church bells. Behind 
the troops came the carriages of the 
members of tha cabinet.

Next to the rear car was the 
Olympia, occupied by Mrs. McKlnley 
and last o all was the observation 
car, Muffalo, n which the body rested 
The casket vas placed between the 
windows on the observation car where 
it could be seen by the people aS the 
train went by. Crepe was draped 
from tho two locomotives and from 
the rear of the observation car» and 
the railings of the car were shrouded 
in crepe. Tha only relief was In two 
tiny pilot flags of white on the lead 
ing locomotive. Tha StatlOB waa ab- 
solutely clear. 

President Roosevelt entered tha stA 
tlpn with Secretary Cortelyou. The 
snlutation. Just before he boarded 
the train, the prisldent observed H 
H. Kohlaaat of Chicago. He stepped 
to hia side and placing his hand on 
Mr. Kohlsaat's shoulder, whispered a 
few words to him. Shortly after 8 
it was announced that everything was 
in raadinasa and at 8:40 tha train 
pulled slowly out Just four aUnntaa 
later than was scheduled.

MEMBERS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 
-QUALIFICATIONS. 

Probalily ilie most important olFu es to 
ba flllvd at tbe cominR city election are 
the Tacandaa on tbe Bebool Board. 
What are tiie prescribed qualiflcations 
for uittmbera of thia honorable body? 
Haa any citiaan or taZ'payor araf aakad 
this iiuestion, or endeavored to ansver 
it? A ncent writer on educational aab- 
Jacta aaya that it ia exceedingly import- 
ant to obtain on anch boarda peraona of 
"impartial ]adicial qualities, hish intelli- 
gence and liberal education." Thia ia 
w«ll enoogb, but tbeaa qaaliiicationa are 
not preacribed by the achool laws of 
Kantneky; they are simply assuuicii to 
txiat. By raading the statutory enact- 
menta between the linaa, it will be aeen 
that our loj^islators liad, epi-cilically, 
other objecta in view; to wit, hoiuxti/ 
atid^ffMeney In acbolaatic adminiatration. 
A man may have a judicial temper and 
a cultured mind, and, yet, weakly COn 
nive at the audacities of a aobolaatic 
ring. Petty irregularities are regarded 
by him with a smiling indulgence; great 
ones are disregarded altogether. 

One ia atmck in reading theae school 
lawi with the emphaaia that is placed 
npon jni''li<-:ii/. Our law-makers clearly 
diTinad that in publicity liea th* trn* 
oorrecUT*. Th* board shall meet In a 
'public place ;" a correct record of its pro- 
ceedings shall be kept, and this "sludl 
b* a public reoord it ahall puNUh at 
ri)il nf rncJi HcJmhi^tir >/. a,- "a printed state- 
meut showing the amount, character 
and condition of aU fundi and other prop- 
erty belonging to said scnools, etc., eto." 
Publicity is the note throughout; 
«nd the board meetings are open, not 
only to the public, but to repreaentatives 
of tbe public press. It is evident, that, 
under such peremptory reiiuirements, a 
gentleman of liberal education would 
find it aomewhat difBcuIt, In matters of 
public expenditure, to be, also, a gentle- 
man of liberal views. But this is not all. 
Ifotbing is to b* l*ft to th* cbano* of 
miaoooception or neglect. The law- 
makers,— still having honest and efficient 
admiuit-tration in view,— declare, with 
almost brutal directnesp. that "uo mem- 
ber of the Board of Ilducation eliall be, 
- or become, directly or indirectly, interested 
in any cuntrnti, ai/rtrment, or trade [how- 
*yer small] touching the building of 
school houses, repairing of school prop- 
erty, or UM his qfficicd potUion to secure 
th* patronage of th* t*aehera or em- 
ploye" of the school.'' 

The meaning of all this is perfectly 
plain. No quibble or cquifocation can 
afTect the point or purpose of the prohibi- 
tions here imposed. No man must take 
• aeat upon tbe School Board with th* 
view of woiking tbe position for his per- 
sonal profit. These remarks apply with 
equal force to tbe purchase of tezt^books 
and ordijiary supplies. Where so much 
is at sthke, nothing is too small to be 
overlooked. 

We merely wish to indicate, by these 
■nggesffons, that candidates for positions 
on the School Roard should have a clear 
conception of the dutiea that are im- 
poaed upon all members of each boards 
by tbe laws of tbe State. They must not 
only be personally honest, but officially 
honeet,— with • ke*n scent for all cor- 
rupt practices and a vigilant eye for all 
irregularities that may compromise the 
poblic interest. As has been well said, 
"The public school system, like Ctc-aar's 
wife, must be above auapicion."
